t.)n  September  16,  while  driving  to  a 
iuiicral,  Kay  Daggett,  who  last  yeai 
was  a memher  of  the  Freslinian  class, 
differed  from  a heart  attack  which  re- 
Milted  in  almost  instantaneous  death. 
Ray  left  behind  dozens  of  friends  to 
mourn  his  untimely  departure  and  the 
following  passage  is  a trilmte  to  the 
fine  type  of  manhood  tliat  Ray  repre- 
.sented.  It  was  written  by  Jolni  Ken- 
ney. wlio  was  an  intimate  friend  and 
former  dassmale  of  Ray's. 

The  many  Junior  Collegians  who 
knew  Ray  Daggett  were  stunned  and 
saddened  two  weeks  ago  today,  by 
news  of  bis  sudden  death.

COLLEGE  AFFECTED 

BY  HARD  TIMES 


Among  ilu’  many  emergency  measures 
necessary  in  Junior  College  for  the 
coming  year  because  of  the  depression 
are;  the  tuition,  restricted  teaching 
force,  dropping  of  two  courses,  restric- 
tion of  library  funds,  and  the  buying 
of  one's  own  examination  paper. 

The  foremost  action  necessary  is  the 
tuition  of  $25  a semester,  which  has  cut 
the  enrollment  down  from  about  361) 
to  o04.  Even  tliis  cnrollnieiit,  however, 
is  greater  tli.an  preceding  years  up  to 
last  year.  The  tc.iching  force,  instead 
of  being  augmented,  as  is  necessary, 
has  been  restricted  to  thirty-seven, 
only  a few  of  these  teach  full  time. 
.Many  alternate  with  college  and  high 
school.  Some  have  only  one  class, 
others  have  many. 

it  has  been  necessary  to  discontinue 
two  courses,  both  popular  with  the  stu- 
dents. History  of  Art.  formerly  given 
hy  Mrs.  Fairfield,  has  been  dropped  for 
lack  of  funds.  The  Junior  electrical 
engineering  course  lias  also  been  drop- 
ped. This  course  is  for  those  students 
who  wish  to  acquire  training  which  will 
enable  them  to  obtain  jobs  without 
going  any  farther  in  college.  The 
course  did  not  carry  college  entrance 
credit.
